ECZEMA AND KIDNEY 
DISEASES 


skin is reddened, there are often 
pimples, blisters, and pus-blis- 
ters; there is a sticky discharge 
when it “weeps,” there are crusts 
and scales, and: the skin is thick- 
ened and hard. However, each 
case shows so many. different 
symptoms that even a doctor often 
has difficulty in telling it from 
other diseases. 


TREATMENT 


We shall not even attempt to 
outline treatment in) general for 
eczema, as the form of treatment 
is just as varied as the causes 
and the symptoms. gHowever, it 
appears that your husband prob- 
ably has «a moderately severe case 
of kidney disease. The swelling 
of the eves shows tis. Kidney 
disease . sometimes is cat. the bot: 
tom of a case .of eczema and 
probably is the enemy in this: case. 


The treatment for such atlnents 
is in the situation as that for 
eczema. Each case must be studied 
by a doctor and must receive a 
course of treatment which would 
be beneficial only to that) partic 
ular patient. 

Our advice for «sufferers from 
eczema and kidney disease, if they 
cant afford a private doctor, ts 
to keep after the county clinic 
until these conditions are prop- 
erly treated. They must force 
the clinic, throug’: mass pressure, 
if necessary, to Give them a very 
thorough examination to find any 
general diseases which must be 
cleared up before they can. cet 
well. Then they should demand 
a copy of the report on the ex- 
amination and send it toa us, care 
of the Western Worker. They 
should demand to be told what 
treatment is being given theurand 
send us a report of that every 
few weeks, also. We will) check 
to see whether the treattnent ts 
the proper one. Tf not, we will 
inform them of this and on. this 
basis they can demand the right 


treatinent.
